HOMECOMING  WEEK 

Laying  the  cornerstone  of  the 
new  library  building  was  the  high- 
light of  Homecoming  Week,  Oct. 
27-28.  Depicted  from  left  to  right 
are  Judge  D.  M.  Larrabee,  Dr. 
Long,  Earl  M.  Jonas,  contractor; 
Congressman  Robert  F.  Rich, 
Judge  Charles  Scott  Williams,  and 
the  Rev.  A.  Lawrence  Miller,  who 
made  the  dedication  address. 

Under  leaden  skies,  but  with 
golden  vision  ahead,  the  impressive 
ceremony  opened  the  way  to  a  fut- 
ure of  scholastic  learning  which 
will  place  Lycoming  College  in  the 
forefront  of  collegiate  leadership 
in  the  country.  Completion  of  the 
structure  is  planned  for  July  15, 
195  1,  to  hold  100,000  volumes. 
The  cost   is  estimated  at   $301,500. 

After  President  Long  had  placed 
copies  of  the  customary  college 
records  in  the  space  provided,  he 
and  Congressman  Rich  set  the 
stone  in  place,  and  the  dedication 
address  was  delivered  by  Rev.  Dr. 
A.  Lawrence  Miller.  He  traced  the 
growth  of  libraries  from  early 
times  to  the  present,  citing  statis- 
tics which  were  illuminating. 
Chaplain  Picht  led  in  prayer,  the 
a  capella  choir  sang  a  selection  and 
the  college  band  played  a  stirring 
hymn. 

Homecoming  Week  was  inaug- 
urated the  evening  before  by  a  re- 
ception in  Rich  Hall  given  by  Dr. 


and  Mrs.  Long,  Dean  William  S. 
Hoffman  and  wife,  and  the  new 
members  of  the  faculty.  It  was 
well  ^trendf^d  bv  farnlry,  students, 
and  alumni. 

Saturday  was  marked  by  an  al- 
umni luncheon,  the  cornerstone 
laying  at  1  p.m.,  a  football  game 
between  Lycoming  College  and 
Wilkes  College,  in  which  Lycom- 
ing made  its  first  score  of  the 
season. 

The  game  was  well  attended  by 
rooters  from  both  colleges,  college 
bands  from  each  institution,  and 
given  a  spectacular  quality  by  the 
ceremony  of  choosing  the  Home- 
coming Queen.  \'arious  clubs  and 
fraternities  chose  the  girl  they 
wished  to  compete,  and  as  the  au- 
tomobiles displaying  them  drove 
past  the  bleachers  the  judges  per- 
formed their  diffcult  task.  Miss 
Gloria  Ness,  sponsored  by  the 
Theta  Pi  Pi  sorority,  won  the  de- 
cision, while  Miss  Kathryn  Martin 
and  Miss  Kay  Wardner  were  named 
maids  of  honor. 

In  the  evening  the  annual  Har- 
vest Ball,  given  by  the  Zeta  Tau 
Beta  business  fraternity,  was  held 
in  the  gymnasium,  and  proved  to 
be  a  delightful  affair.  All  in  all, 
the  19  50  Homecoming  Vi'eek  was 
another  milestone  in  the  program 
of  the  college  to  maintain  the  al- 
umni's interest  in  their  alma  mater, 
and  was  an  enriching  experience 
for   all   who  attended.

In  observance  of  his  29th  anniversary  as  president  of  Lycoming 
College,  Dr.  John  W.  Long  was  honored  this  morning  at  an  all- 
college  assembly  in  the  Clarke  Building  on  the  campus. 

Rep.  Robert  F.  Rich,  chairman  of  the  college  board  of  direc- 
tors, was  the  main  speaker  at  the  assembly. 

Other  guests  invited  to  appear  on  the  platform  were  the  other 
members  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  board  of  dirctors,  in- 
cluding Judge  Charles  Scott  Williams,  chairman;  the  Rev.  G. 
Cecil  Weimer,  secretary;  Harold  A.  Brown,  Judge  Don  M.  Larra- 
bee.  Dr.  A.  Lawrence  Miller,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Elvin  Clay  Myers, 
Arnold  A.  Phipps,  George  L.  Stearns,  2nd,  and  Dr.  Paul  E.  Wit- 
meyer. 

Phil  G.  Gillette,  associate  professor  of  Spanish,  represented  the 
faculty  this  morning  in  congratulating  Dr.  Long  on  his  anniver- 
sary.

In  addressing  the  students  and  faculty,  Mr.  Rich  paid  tribute 
to  Dr.  Long's  work  in  education.  The  speaker  summarized  Dr. 
Long's  contributions  to  the  local  college  since  he  came  here  more 
than  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago. 

In  that  time  Dr.  Long  has  seen  the  institution  grow  from  a 
seminary  to  a  junior  college  and  then  to  a  four-year,  degree- 
granting  sccoL 

The  college  president  was  serving  as  pastor  of  the  Methodist 
Church  in  State  College  when  he  received  his  appointment  as  suc- 
cessor of  Benjamin  C.  Connor,  president  of  Dickinson  Seminary 
from  1912  to  1921. 

Directs  School's  Growth 

Dr.  Long  was  responsible  for  the  expansion  of  the  former  sem- 
inary to  the  junior  college  field  in  1929  and  for  the  development 
of  the  institution  as  a  senior  college  in    1948. 

After  bringing  the  school  through  the  years  of  ''X'orld  \i'ar  II, 
he  was  instrumental  in  bringing  about  its  natural  accreditation 
May,  last  year.  At  that  time  the  school  recevied  national  recog- 
nition by  the  Middle  States  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondarv 
Schools.  It  had  been  approved  by  the  University  Senate  of  the 
Methodist  Church  in  Januar)-,   1950.
